M Uupin con i'lued.

that the correspondence, purely cnnfi- 
dential, might relute to the politicul ny*- 
tem of l^ut ope, without denying tu Wil­ 
ton the right of discussing such a topic. 


In fact, such is the nature of ttu: 
Knglish Constitution, that every citizen 
possesses the right of speuking, of print' 
ingf and of publishing all hi» opiniunn ; 
of animadverting upon the acts of hit» 
government, and of declaring his hosii* 
lity to mtasures, whether pear or re* 
motc,which may appear to threaten pub­ 
lic liberty, or compromise national ho­ 
nour. 


*< In England, every man claim a the 
exercise of this right} and the persons 
Culled the Opposition exerciiie it more 
freely, and with greater Ltiiude than 
aiw others. This is not objected to them 
as crime ; for it is happily known, that 
the exctf«s of their ceal in favour of li­ 
berty, is luflicicntly counter-balanced by 
lUt tendency which Minister* have to 
the excess of power, and the abuse of 
authoYiiy. 


*• - W ell, then i Wilson is one of those 
Tree and independent char&ctcrs ; jea­ 
lous of the glory and prosperity of hiii 
nation ; and who, as he will hini«elf tell 
you, would wish everi/ man yVtr, anU 
every Slate indffifnden'. 


« Thii» is the liberty in which lio glo­ 
ries;—u liberty witich ou^ht not to be 
<'nifouiiflcd with our revolutionary lict n- 
riousness ; hut a constituilonul liberty, 
founded in the dignity of man, the love 
of justice, and the enlighiencU know 
ledge of hÌ3 country. 


“ tio not, however, gemlcmrn, ima­ 
gine, that it is my desire to place the 
I'.nglish in a rank superior to ours. We 
also have our rights, our liberties, our 
Constitution; uidthey plainly see, by

He hi|^ been held 
up at the enemy of Europe, end yet he 
is precisely one of those, whom Eurofie 
has most lo pndse ; hne of those, who 
have most essentially contributed to the 
success of the good cause. 


** It is lime that 1 ahould explain 
those mark$ and «ymio/t ^ Aoeeur, 
which he wears upon his breast.«—He 
is enabled to give you a satisfactory ac­ 
count of all these decorations, because 
each of them is the reward of great ser­ 
vices, or of a brilliant achievement.— 
He wears the decorations of the Red 
Eagle, of ^t. Ann, Of St. OeMfOt of 
Marla Theresa, of thfe Tower, and of 
the Sword, of the Creacenf, and of se­ 
veral other Orders.-«-The Order of St.

pon-foUo is filled with letters from all 
me t^overeigiis of Europe, who treat 
hirti With |>cculi«r esteem. 


It Was in the war of ^pain, that he 
became acquainted with Marshal Ney. 
He does noi shrink from the avowal,that 
lie was viMiquished by Ney } but, in his 
defvat, he had cause to praise the gene­ 
rosity of the conqueror. This was the 
origin of the attachment he has since e- 
vinccd for the Marshal. 
He ft - ght Bo­ 
naparte in Egypt, and was the historian 
of that celebrated campaign. Bonaparte 
omitted no opportunity to complain of 
the English Commissioner Wilson ; 
and the eldest of Wilson’s sons, was one ' 
of the officers who conveyed Bonaparte 
to the Island of St Helens.—-And this ib 
the man, who is stigmatised as factious, 
and a Bonapartist !*' 


Here M. Uupin read several original 
letters, wiiiten in French, lo the accus­ 
ed, by the Emperor Alexander, the 
Emperor of Austria, and the King of 
Prussia.^O ne of these letters referred 
to the year 1794. 
In that campaign, 
Wilson had the happiness to disengsge 
the Emperor Francis,who was surround­ 
ed in a village, and on the point of be­ 
ing taken, by the French troops.—Ue 
was, during the campaign of Dresden, 
close to General Moreau, when that 
illustrious commander was mortally 
wounded ; and he was the first to raise 
him from the ground. 
In short, Wilson 
had received marks of attachment and 
esteem from all the Sovereigns of Eu­ 
rope, and from the King of France him­ 
self, to whom his services had been use­ 
ful 
The accused had also on various 
occasions given proofs to Frenchmen, of 
the interest he took in their fate.—-He 
succeeded in effecting the escape of a 
nephew of the Duke of Feltre, who waa 
a prisoner of war ; he released from pri­ 
son a nephew of Prince Talleyrand, and 
preserved the life of the cclebraUd 
Physician DesgenettcH. 


M. Dupin next proceeded to estah1i<ih 
two poiiiuons} that the Engliitl) who 
were accused were in no way connected 
aa accomplices with the other accu;>ed 
persons ;,and that the act cont>idered in 
itself was not what the law understood 
by the concealment of a prisoner who 
hud escapcd, and consc(|uently did not 
constitute a punishable offence. 


M. Dupin concluded a long and bril­ 
liant Specch, in the following terms ;— 
The accused are foreigners ! They 
are Englishmen ! But have they not 
Ftenchmen for their Judges? 
Have 
they not dcclured their perfect reliance 
oil the p'^ohtty and conscience of a 
French Jury i 
It is in this respect that 
you aie bound to redouble your sense of 
justice, ill Older to judge them ; as 1 
fell it incumbent upon me, to redouble 
iny xcul for their defrncr. 


1 go farttrer. and &ay, if somewhat 
of favour should be nccushury for their 
absolute acquittal, you \vi!l then pro­ 
nounce your verdict of absolute acquittal 
for the purpose of verifying the senti­ 
ment of one of our most illuitrious 
Chancellors, who was accustomed to say. 
Foreigners arc privileged persons in 
France, when they implore the justice 
of the King." 


The President asked Sir R. Wilson 
if he had arms, while escorting Lava- 
Idle 
..lie answered, thui he had his 
pistols ; and that f^avalette had only one, 
having left the o t^ r with Hutchinson. 
He translated a passage from his letter, 
in whiuh he had said, that he trnated 
more to his presence of mind than to his 
means of i esistance. 


Sir Robert Wilson addressed the 
Court, as follows 


(ientlemen, the President did me 
too much honour in saying, that 1 had a 
perfect knowledge of the French lan­ 
guage ; 1 speak it very badly ; and there­ 
fore must entreat your indulgence.— 
Having no ktvowledge of your Code of 
Laws, the principles and forms of which 
are essentially different from those of 
England, we have given up the whole of 
our defence lo our Advocate, who in in 
every respect entitled co our gratitude, 
not only for (he exercise of his talents, 
and that eloquence by which he was dis> 
tinguiahcd ua every occaiiooi but for H

ally mehifeetedinoorcause. Itremaina;, 
however, for me lo make aome explana- 
tionat and I will do so, with ell ihe re­ 
aped Which ia dee to |he ettihorlif aniA 
the tinajesty of justice. 


** Gentleinen, you are not Ifoorant 
that e moai h ig h ly accuietlbn impend­ 
ed over us. Threatened aa we were by 
an attack against our Uvea and our honor, 
we did not aeek for safety cither in the 
policy of Cabinets, or in applications for 
mercy. Trusting to our Innocence, wt 
required nothing from any government 
but the protection of an Impartial trial; 
and we found our protection in the wis* 
dom and justice of the Chamber of Ac­ 
cusation. 
Yet, in oppoaiiion to the de­ 
cree of that Chamber, the act of accusa­ 
tion contains a multitude Of fact* that are 
foreign from the offence with which we 
are now accused | and et the same time 
that 1 am pointed out as an enemy to all 
governmenta, for observations made in 
the most Mcrcd confidence, I am over­ 
whelmed before Suiope with the most 
ouira);eous and cafiimnious expressions 
Born in a free country, accustomed 
by my education to think freely on every 
subject, and to express my thoughts ei­ 
ther vribally or in Willing, 1 exercised 
the right of doif^g so 


Animated ^y the love of justice, of 
humanity, and liberty (not ievolutiona''y 
liiierty, but the liberty on which the so­ 
cial order of my countiy is founded, and 
which we chrriHh as the animating prin­ 
ciple of onr happiness and our power) 1 
always stated with ardor, in my «ones- 
pondence whatever the sentiment in­ 
spired me with 


Uidoubtedly that correspondcncr 
might contain news, anccdotes, and pic- 
dictions which were not veritird. K n o w ­ 
ing thai I hey were never to be disclosed 
by those to whom my letters were ad 
dressed, I eommuiucated them without 
any idea of the resglt*. 
But there was 
not a single opinion of mine up'*n ilie 
morality of politics which 1 am not 
proud to avow, and ready to defend. 


It is true, that I thnuRhi there ap­ 
peared in the political horison of Europe 
hiirrieanes ready to hurst out once more, 
and lightnings ready to flash again ; 1 
also thought I saw in France maiks of 
discontent which 1 believed to be gene­ 
ra l; but I did no more than desciibc 
the symptoms on which that belief was 
founded. 


My political religion restrained me 
from interfering in the interiial concerns 
of other nation*. 


** 1 bewaiied their misfortunes, I 
wished for their prosperity ; I was de­ 
sirous to see every man free, and every 
Slate independentbut I never formed 
those wishes as a conapirator. 


Devoted to honor, and to the Con­ 
stitution of my country, I did, and always 
will, resist evef)^.act that wounds or 
even threatens them with injury ; but 
1 follow the standard of that same Con- 
stiution, and my arms are neither the 
poignard nor poison, bui the laws and 
the rights of my country. 


! 
Gentlemen, do not imagine that it 
is a crime for an Englishman to watch 
over the projects, or excrcise a judg 
ment on the ueis of his government.— 
The meansentployed not lK*ing sufTicient 
to prove a crime, they are made use of 
to iidJi more weight to the offence with 
wliich we are chavj^cd. 
1 do not wish 
lo dwell upon this subject ; our Advo­ 
cate has dune u$ noble justice ; and 
particularly in vindicating the outraged 
honor of my brother, who is dear to me 
not only as a relation, but on account of 
my country. 
'1 he liberty and reputa­ 
tion ol his country is his patrimony, of 
which he cannot cease to be the guar­ 
dian, without belruying what he owes to 
hia fellow-cilizens and lo posterity. 


** Nature, honor, and religion, ciiforce 
this obligation, and the exercise of ihui 
duty constiiuies the proud prerogative 
of a freeman ; and it is a truth which 
you must admit, after you shall have 
lived some time longer under a Con­ 
stitutional government, such as that 
under which you now live. 


“ My principles have been held forth 
as fi ightful ; but it wtll not be eat>y to 
make people think that the principles 
which evince an attachmeni to good 
faith, clemency, paniotism, and philan­ 
thropy, arc those which spring from a 
criminal souice. 


but who has given publicity to my 
thoughtij f ISy whoii and by what means 
has eiy coircspondence, addressed only 
to my fritnds and countrymen, been 
taken pob^ession of ? Correspondence 
addressed only to a bioiher, and to a 
Personage, wliose name carries along 
with it the assurance of every thing that 
is most illustriou« and loy.il in the na­ 
tion, of which he has ever been one of 
the most enlightened and zealous sup­ 
porters. 


“ With respect to the accusation of 
having 
conducted Lavalette out of 
France, 1 shall not detain you long.— 
The fact is acknowledged. 
I shall only 
dwell on the motives by which 1 was 
actuated. 


■* It is true that M. de Lavalette, with 
whom 1 never in any other instance had 
the least connexion, had inspired me 
with an interest which appeared to me 
to be felt by all classes of society in 
France. 
The painful sucritices, the

but we are better pleased, and we even 
rejoice in having given way to the aenti- 
nionts of (lur hearts. And the same 
men who have cidumniated us without 
ktiowing the motives or ihe particulars 
of our conduct, these men, I say, would 
haV« been the first to point us out, as 
cowards, wiihou' hearts or patriotism

then, digraiicd by the just contempt of 
liiewoild, wu should liave diagged on 
an odious and disgiacelui existence.

fortnight »inec 
when inlormatian was 
received of inree vessels under Spantsh 
colors, well manned and armed, being 
at the Galines, a place about l&U miles 
loleew aidof Sieira Leone, taking in 
slaves } with great exei lions, being en- 
tiiely dismantled at the time, we^got the 
jShip ready and at sea, by 8 o'clock the 
following inoming. The wind failing, 
we did not gel off the place until the 
6th morning by day bieak ; when, to 
our great satisfadioii, we discovered a 
^arge schooner in shore, who, on seeing 
us, immediately cut his cables, and 
made all sail with a light breeze off the 
lund—we after hinii but soon found he 
haJ the advantage in sailing. 
At 12 
o’clock, lucky tVjr us, it fell calm, chase 
about nine miles distant, when the se­ 
cond lieutenant was dispatched with all 
the boats. A little before three, being 
within shot, chase lun up a Spanish en­ 
sign and pendant, swept his broadside 
round to bear upon the boats, and com­ 
menced a sharp fire of round and grape 
upon them ; there being a very heavy 
ground swell on, and no wind, 1 am 
happy to say it took very little effect ; 
iibout four, being within pistol shot, 
prepaiedto board, one boat on each 
bow, and one on each quarter, schooner 
keeping up a heavy fire of grape and 
musquetry—our pinnace having a 12 
pound carronade, cut him up very 
much ; his mainmast at this lime being 
shot away, gave three hearty cheers, 
darted alongside, and carried him sword 
in hand. 
The vessel proved to be the 
Kosa under Spanish colors, from Ha­ 
vana, pierced for 16 guns, but only four 
Aovoifd» about 30 otco her Grew, all

T o explain this by numbers, it is 
ailedged, tqat Great#*Britain took from 
us, before the late war, near luoo ves­ 
sels, and during the war, we took from 
her 1400; that before the war, she 
seiced, and made slaves of 600o of our 
citizens, and that we in the war killed 
mitre than 6000 of her subjects, and 
caused her to expend such a sum an 
amounted to 4 or 50u0 guineas a hcud 
for every slave she made.

After a short discussion on the proper 
meaning of some passages of the csrrcs- 
‘ 
pondunce, the Advocate General dcclar- 
' ed hi* assent to iho meaning most favor­ 
able to the interesis of the uccuscd. 


M Dupin con inued. 
He contended, 
that the correspondence, purely conli- 
deniial, might relate to the political sys­ 
tem of Europe, without denying lo Wil­ 
son the right of discussing such a topic. 


In fact, such is the nature of titc 
Knglish Constitution, that every citizcn 
postcste* the right of speaking, of print- 
ing, and of publishing all hi:» opinions ; 
of animadverting upon the acts of his 
government, and of declaring his hoi»;i- 
lity to measures, whether pear or re* 
iT)otc,which may appear to threaten pub­ 
lic liberty, or compromise national ho­ 
nour. 


In England, every man claims the 
exercise of thit right; and the persoits 
Called the Opposition exercise it more 
freely, and with greater laliiude thun 
at^ others. Thit It not objected to them 
al crime ; fur it is happily known, that 
the excu«s of their seal in favour of li­ 
berty, is sufllcicntly counter-balanced by 
;;*€ tendency which Ministers have to 
the exces* of power, and the abuse of 
authotiiy. 


« 'W ell, then I Wilson is one of those 
free and independent characters; jea­ 
lous of ihe glory and prosperity of hiü 
nation ; and who, at he will himself teli 
, you, would wish cvrry wan free, and 
every State inUfpfndent, 


« Thl!» it the liberty in which ho f^Io- 
riesi—a liberty which ou|i;ht not to he 
roufouudcd with our revolutionary lici n- 
riousness; but a constiiutlonul lii)etty» 
Founded in the digitity ut man, the love 
of justice, and (he cniighiencU know­ 
ledge of his country. 


Do not» however, genilcmrn, itna- 
frtne, that it i* my desire to pbce the 
Kngllth in a rank superior tu ours. W« 
also have our rights, our Uberiies, our 
Conatituilon; and they plainly aaci by 


the freedpni wh% which t deftoi ihepi 
thateti& icel of the King of France it 
at free e» themaelvei—m iuiÚce- baa 
attributed to WiltoOt inteotloea^which 
he never entertained. He h|p been held 
up at the enemy of J^uropei enè yet he 
is precisely one of thfte» whom Europe 
hat most to .praite ; one of ihotet who 
have mott cttentially contributed to the 
tuccett of the good caute. 


** It it time that 1 should explain 
thote mark* and tymM a qf honour, 
which he weart upon his breast.—He 
it enabled to give you a tatisfactery ac­ 
count of all these decoration*, because 
each of them it the reward of great ser- 
vicet» or of a brilliant echievement.^ 
He weart the decoralioat of. the Red 
Eagle, of St. Ann, Of St. Q em j^ of 
Maria Theresa, of thè T o w e r,^ d of 
the Sword, of the Cretccnf, and of ae- 
veral other Ordei s.-^The Order of St. 
Ann, which he weart ai thit moment, 
was i;tvvn lo him by the Emperor of 
Ueauia, who had it taken from his own 
ueck, to coéiíer it upon'Mm, on the field 
of buttle, at Uautzen -^H e weart these 
marks of diainction«; at the rewards of 
distingui»ncd services, in the campaigut 
of L'lundors, of Holland, of Ireland, of 
the Helder, of Egypt, of Poland, of 
l>oriugal, of Spain^ of Russia, of Prus­ 
sia, of Germany, and Italy, a* well at 
the rewards of diplomatic mistions of 
great difficulty sud importance.-^-rHis 
poii'folio is filled with letters from all 
me i\overei|;ns of Europe, who treat 
hiid With |i€culiar esteem. 


It wus in the war of Spain, that he 
becume acquainted with Marshal Ney. 
He does noi shrink from the avowal,that 
lie was vsv>quished by Ney } but, in his 
defsai, he had cause to praise the gene­ 
rosity of the conqucror. This was the 
origin oithe attachment he has since e- 
vinced for the Marshal. 
He l( - ghc Bo­ 
naparte in Egypt, and was ihe historian 
of that celebruted campaign. Bonaparte 
omitted no opportunity to complain of 
the English Commissioner Wibon ; 
and the eldest of Wilson’s sons, was one 
of the officers who conveyed Bonaparte 
to the Island of St He lena.-.-And tbit ib 
the man, who is stigmatised as liictious, 
and a Bonapartist I'* 


Here M. Dupin read several original 
lettera, wiiilen in French, to the accus­ 
ed, by the Emperor Alexander, the 
Emperor of Austria, and the King of 
Prussia.—One of these letter* relerred 
to the year 1794. 
In that campaign, 
Wilson had ihe happines* to disengage 
the Emperor Francis,who was surround­ 
ed in a village, and on the point of be­ 
ing taken, by the French troops— Ue 
wa*, during' the campaign of Dresden, 
dote to General Moreau, when that 
illustriout commander wat mortally 
wounded ; and he wat the first to raise 
him from the ground. 
In short, Wilson 
bad received marks of attachment and 
esteem from all the Sovereigns of Eu­ 
rope, and from the King of France him­ 
self, to whom his services bad been use­ 
ful 
The accused had also on various 
occasions given proofs to Frenchmen« of 
the interest he took in their fate.— He 
succeeded in cfl'ecting the escape of a 
nephew of the Duke of Feltre, who wat 
a prisoner of war ; he released from pri 
son a nephew of Prince Talleyrand, and 
preserved the life of the celebrated 
Physician Desgenettes. 


M. Dupii) next proceeded to estublinh 
two puüiiions} that the Knglibh who 
were accused were in no way connected 
at accomplices wiih the other accused 
persons i.and thut the act considered in 
iitelf was not whai the law understood 
by the concealment of a prisoner who 
hid escaped, and conse(|uently did not 
constitute a punishable oflcnce. 


M. Dupin concluded a long and bril­ 
liant Specch, in the following terms :— 


“ 'J'he accused arc foreigners ! 'I hoy 
are Englishmen ! But have iliey not 
Frenchmen for their Judges? 
Have 
they not dcclured iheir perfect reliance 
on the p'obity and conscience of a 
French Jury Ì 
It is iu this respect that 
you aie bound to redouble your sense of 
justice, ill O l d e r to judge them ; as I 
ieti ii incumbent upon me, to redouble 
my XU..1 for iheir defence. 


1 go farttrer. and say, if somewhat 
of favour shuuld be nccussury for their 
absolute acquittal, you will then pro­ 
nounce your verdict of absolute acquittal 
for ilic purpose of verifying the senii- 
uieiit of oue of uur most illuitrious 
Chancellors, who was accustomed to say, 
“ Foreigners arc privileged persons in 
France» when they implore the justice 
of the King.” 


The President asked Sir R. Wilton 
if he had arms, while escorting Lava- 
luiic Ì---- lie answered, thui he had hit 
pistols ; and that Lavalette had only one, 
having left the other with Hutchinson. 
He translated a passage from his letter, 
iu which he had said, th»t he trntted 
more to his presence of mind than to his 
means of resistance. 


Sir Robert Wilson addressed the 
Court, as follows :— 


“ (ientlemen, the President did roe 
too muc'-i honour in saying, that 1 had a 
perfect knowledge of the French lan­ 
guage ; I speak it very badly ; und there- 
lore must entreat your indulgence.— 
Having no knowledge of your Code of 
Laws, the principles and forms of which 
arc esseeiially different from those of 
England, we have given up the whole of 
our defence to our Advocate, who is in 
every respect entitled co our gratitude, 
not only for the exercise of hi* (aknts, 
a'ld that eloquence by which he was dis> 
tinguithcd ua every occaiion^ but for 


the ge|ovM e «pet fiélish liplifi çoiitiBU« 
ally an^ifeatedlnoor'cMuae. It reinalni^ 
however» foir me to make some explane» 
lions I and I will do so, with ell the re­ 
spect ^hich it due to the euthori^r and 
the majesty of juttice. 


•* Gentlemen, you ate not ignorant 


that e moat iPeigbly eccutatSbn impend 
ed over ua. Threatened as we were by 
an aftsck agaiest our lives and our honor« 
we did not seek for safety either in the 
policy of Cabinet*, or in applications for 
mercy. Trusting to our innocence, w't 
required nothing from any government 
but the protection of an impartial trial ; 
and we found our protection in the wit* 
dom and jusribe of Ihe Chaimber of Ac­ 
cusation. 
Yet, in oppothioo to the de­ 
cree of that Chamber, the act of accuta* 
tion contain* a multitude Of fact* that are 
foreign from the offence with which we 
arc now eecUsed i andet thé tama time 
that 1 am pointed out as an enemy to all 
governmentt, for observation* made in 
the mott iacred confidence, I am over­ 
whelmed before jBurope with the most 
ouirageout and caftiasniout exj>ressiont 


Bom in a free country, accustomed 
by my education to think freely pn e v e r y 
subject, and to express my thoughts ei­ 
ther vribally or in wiiting, 1 cxerciscd 
Ihe right of dorng so 
<* Animated oy the love of justice, of 
humanity, and liberty (not revolutionary 
liberty, but the liberty on w hich the so 
cia) order of my countiy is founded, and 
which vte cherish as the animating prin 
ciple of our happiness and uur power) 1 
always 8141 ted wiih ardor. In my «ones 
pondence whutever the sentiment in 
spired me with 


Utdoubtedly that correspondcncr 
might contain news, anccdotes, und prc 
dictions which were not verilird. Know 
log that ihey were never to be dii>clu»ed 
by those to whom my letters were ad 
dressed, I eommuidcated thent without 
any idea of the result*. 
But there was 
not a single opinion of mine up'>n the 
morality of politics, which 1 am not 
proud to avow, and ready to defend. 


It i* true, that I thought there ap­ 
peared in the political horiaon of Europe 
hurrieane* ready to burst out once more, 
and lightning* ready to fla*h again ; 1 
also thought I saw in France maiks of 
discontent which I believed lo be gene 
ral ; but I did no more than desciibc 
Ihe symptoms on which that belief was 
founded. 


My political religion restrained me 
from inierfering in the internal concerns 
of other nations. 


** I bewailed their misfortunes, 1 
wished for their prosperity ; 1 was de­ 
sirous to tee every man free, and every 
Slate independent i but I never formed 
those wishes as a conspirator. 


Devoted to honor, and to the Con­ 
stitution of my country, I did, and always 
will, resist evei*)(,,act that wounds or 
even threatens them with injury ; but 
1 follow the standard of that same Con- 
stiution, and my arms are neither the 
poignard nor poison, but the laws and 
the rights of my country. 


Gentlemen, do not imagine that it 
is a crime for an Englishman to watch 
over the projects, or excrcise a judg­ 
ment on the acts of his government.— 
The means entployed not being suflicient 
to prove a criinc, they are made use of 
lo add more weight to the offence with 
whith we are char^ud. 
1 do nut wish 
lo dwell upon this subject ; our Advo­ 
cate has done us noble justice ; and 
particularly in vindicaUng the outraged 
honor of my brother, who is dear to me 
not only as a relation, but on account of 
my country. 
'1 he liberty and reputa­ 
tion ol' his country is his patrimony, of 
which he cannot cease to bu the guar­ 
dian, without betraying what he owes to 
his fellow-ciiixens and lo posterity. 


Nature, honor, and religion, cnforce 
this obligation, and ihe exercise of that 
duty constitutes itie proud prerogative 
of a freeman ; and it is a truth which 
you must admit, after you shall have 
lived sume lime longer under a Con­ 
stitutional governnk«nt, such as that 
under which you now live. 


My principles have been held forth 
as fiightful ; but it wtll not be easy to 
make people think that the principlus 
which evince an attachment to good 
faith, clemency, patiioti»m, and philan­ 
thropy, are those which spring from a 
crintinal souice. 


But who has given publicity to my 
thoughts ? ISy wltoii and by what means 
has e>y correspondence, addressed only 
to my frit nds and countrymen, been 
taken posiicssion of ? Correspondence 
addressed only to a biother, and lo a 
Personage, whose name carries along 
with it the assurance of every thing that 
is most illustrious and loyal in the na­ 
tion, of which he has ever been one of 
the most enlightened and zealous sup­ 
porters. 


“ With respect to the sccusttion of 
having 
conducted 
Lavalette out of 
France, 1 shall not detain you long.— 
The fact is acknowledged. 
1 shall only 
dwell on the motives by which 1 was 
aciuated. 


It is true that M. de Lavalette, with 
whom 1 never in sny other instance had 
the least connexion, had inspired me 
with an interest which appeared to me 
to be felt by all classes of society in 
France. 
The painful sacridces, the 
interesting devotion, the hold attempt 
so judiciously planned by Madame 
Lavalette, had most particularly increas­ 
ed that interest ; and where is the man 
who could, without pain and regret, be­ 
hold the happiucsa eod glory of that

If rnlnate In Irrc paralele mltforiaine f It 
is el|o tiue,thet 1 in sid e r Lavalette as a 
mau condemned in a time of i evolution, 
ior aa l^eoee aolely political i and as 
one erhi^ by freely giving himself up, 
and by relying on his innocerce and on 
the presumed laith of tieaties, merlied 
all our interest. But 1 declare, that 
these considerations* so powerful in 
ihemselves, bad but e secondary in­ 
fluence in fixing my determination. 


•• The appeal made lo our humanity, 
to our personel chxracter, and our na­ 
tional generosity» the responsibility 
thrown upo* us to decide ell of a sud­ 
den upon the saftiy or the death of a 
wretched fellow-creature,and particular­ 
ly of a atretoger iu that Unhappjr situa­ 
tion ! 
That appeal w h s iniperative, and 
did not allow us to Calculate On his other 
claims to our benevolence. 
At Ihe 
voice of such an appeal we should have 
done a* much tor an obscure person un- 
knoi^n to ut,or even for a fallen enemy, 
perhaps We were wanting in prudence ¡ 
but we are belter pleated, and we even 
rejoice in having given way tO the tenti- 
n>(ints of (lUr hesrtt. And the tame 
men who have calumniated u* whhout 
knowing the motive* or the particulart 
of our conduct, these men, 1 say, would 
haV« been lite firiit to point u* out, a* 
cowards, w iihouheart* or patriotism

*‘ MY DBAH »111—1 have just arrived 
in thsabvve vessel, which we have cap- 
luied, alter an anxious chase of many 
hours, and a smart action with o u r buuls 
of an hour and a half. 
We were l efit- 
ting here H- M. ship bann, al^ut a 
lortnight since 
when inlormatian was 
received ol tnree vessels under Spanish 
colors, well manned and armed, being 
al the Galines, a place about 150 miles 
loleew aidof Sieira Ltone, tsking in 
slaves } with greal exeilions, being en­ 
tirely dismantled at the time, wcugot the 
jkhip ready and al sea, by 8 o'clock the 
following inoming. The wind failing, 
we did not gel ofl'ihe place until the 
6th morning by day bieak; when, to 
our great satisfacuuii, we discovered a 
^arge schooner in shore, who, on seeing 
us, immediately cut his cables, and 
made all sail with a light breeae off the 
land—we after him, but soon found he 
haJ the advantage in sailing. 
At 12 
o’clock, lucky for us, it fell calm, chase 
about nine miles distant, when the se­ 
cond lieutenant was dispatched with all 
the boats. A little before three, being 
wiihin shot, chase lun up a Spanish en­ 
sign and pendant, swept his broadside 
round to bear upon the boats, and com 
inenced a sharp fire of round and grape 
upon them ; there being a very heavy 
ground swell on, and no wind, \ am 
happy to say it look very little effect;

der fuho und treacheroui% pretencc».— 
Un referring to tho i*reciii Hittongue of 
Uurel, which ¥re havo already mention* 
ed, we find the whole hiMoiy et the ni> 
famous transuctitm ofl which this prose­ 
cution is founded. 
Tcrlet, who reaided 
at Pui'is, pretended to he attarbcd to the 
Uoynl cause, und opened u correspond* 
encc with tho Bourbon miniaters. 
I'his 
correspondence he communicated to 
Uonaparte, and his letters were dictaied 
by Uonaparte himself.—T o aid in ac 
complishing his object, in drawing out 
of the real ugents of the Royal party a 
history ol all their achemea, and of en­ 
ticing the most devoted royali«ts, wiihin 
the reach of the executioner, he pretend* 
cd that there existed ut Hivris a secret 
committee of distinguished persona dc* 
voted to the royal cause, und who were 
consiantly concerting measures to uM it.

Armand de Polignac,and M.Dcanoyera, 
murshals of the cumps and arnilea of the 
Kmg, ^ho We^e theA in tUc ’lem ple, and 
tu whom he confided his mission, und 
the converaution that he bad in St. Pela­ 
gic, have since then given me all the 
detitiis ol it. 


J he fjrat cure of Pcrlct was, tto en» 
quire of my nephew, whether he had 
brnught much money ; and on his reply, 
* (hat he had only auliicient fo; the ex* 
pcncesof his journey, but that ull neccs* 
sury funds would be furnished him,when 
he sliouid have lorined a <<ireci con* 
nuxion with the membeis of tire secret 
cumdiiucc, und should be enald« tl to 
give positive proof of ihe means wfeieh 
exihUd at Pari», fur rcstnrmg the go- 
vernnieni to the haitda of the King 
Pellet upptuied dissatisited, .>nd said 
that n« good could be gained fioin sncli 
caution.

Perlet corresponded at tho same time 
wiih Uen, Danican, whu waa likewise at 
London.

From th t Atê»»aehutettê J g rieu itu ra i 
S n iety'fi Jf'rattt. 


Having long entertained en idea, that 
the foimullon of applen upon potatoi s 
was detrlmriiial to the crops by draw­ 
ing uway.a large and valuable part of 
tho nouriahment from the roota} 1, 
)hisy<*ar. made aii experiment, which, 
I Ihink, goea a grrai way to aolve the 
qnen ion. 
Having planted tome acrrs 
ol dilYeient kinds, 1 had the flowers 
careiully pickvd ft-om »pvcral of the 
drifls, us soon aa they appeared, b aving 
b iiueriievcry drill so picked, a drill 
wi h the fluwera untpuched. 
In some 
C vtHc&, 1 alhiwcd the flower« to expand, 
and even to make progress towuids set- 
t>n^, inothcra, 1 Huffcied the apple tu 
foi m, and pnlled them off when they 
were half grown. 
The followlhg is the 
re sult : 


In the drilla, where the flowers were 
gathered as auon as they appeared, the

W hile I mention this circumstance, 
I think il oi conscqurnce to state that 
all Ihc difVcrcnt kinds both of early und 
lute potatuen, may be rendered at least 
u month eurlicr by a simple process, 
viz: that of putting them in u warm 
place curly in the spiing, allowing the 
shoots lo j^row all ii'ch or two, and af­ 
terwards planting them, leaving the t«p 
nearly upon the surface. 
By ilih mun- 
agcmeni, 1 have frequently had a good 
crop of potatoes, a month or five weeks 
earlier than I could other wise have ob­ 
tained it Irom the samo kinds without 
such attention.
